The process of dissolution 
has been hastened by the approach of the 

llied Armies ein the Balkans to the 
Danube and the boundaries of the un- 
redeemed South Slav lands, and by the new 
offensive of the Italian Army, of which the 
Tenth Army, including a British con. 
tingent, and commanded by the Karl of 
Cavan, constitutes the spear-head; but 
already the process of dissolution was too 
far advanced to be stayed from reaching 
its logical conclusion. The Czecho-Slovaks 
and the Southern Slavs have already exer- 
cised that right of “ self-determination”’ 
which President Wilson demanded for 
them. A Czecho-Slovak National Council 


Similarly a National Council of Slovenes, 
Croats, and Serbs has established itself at 
Agram to exercise authority over the 
Southern Slav lands. The German- 
Austrians have accepted the logic of facts 
and declared their independence, reserving 
to themselves the right, if they choose, to 
unite with Germany. The final blow has 
been struck by the action of Hungary, 
hitherto the accomplice of German-Austria 
in holding all the non-German and non- 
Magyar peoples in subjection. A union of 
the Independence Party, the Social Demo. 
crats, and the Radicals has formed another 
National Council, the main features of 
whose programme are the complete inde 
pendence of Hungary, the dissolution of 
the German alliance, and+“ the right of 
self-determination for the non-Magvar 
speaking peoples in the sense of President 
Wilson’s principles.” 

The political dissolution of the Haps- 
burg Empire is thus all but complete. 
The sudden decision of the nominal 
Government to recognise the fact formally 
is apparently due to the fear that poli- 
tical dissolution may be accompanied by 
social revolution. There are rumours of 
Bolshevist movements in Vienna and 
Budapest. The Government's surrender 
may avert a social revolutionary develop- 
ment, but in any case the Allied Confer-. 
ence in Paris will find some difficulty in 
dealing with the request for an armistice 
and peace. The difficulty consists in the 
fact that the dissolution leaves the 
central Government with no authority to 
negotiate. There already exist in practice 
German-Austrian, Magyar, Czecho-Slovak, 
Southern Slav, Polish, and Ukrainian 
National States, and there ftemains the 
question of the status of the unredeemed 
Rumanian and Italian lands. The Allies 
can only negotiate with the Governments 
of Vienna and Budapest as representing 
the German-Austrian and Magyar States. 
So far as the preliminary question of an 
armistice is, concerned the Allies can 
scarcely contemplate any other terms than 
those on which they granted an armistice 
to Bulgaria—unconditional military sur- 
render and the immediate demobilisation of 
the armed forces of such National States 
as are not prepared to take sides in the 
war against Gegmany. The terms of 


armistice must/clearly include the free 


fuse of communications throughout Austria- ' 


Hungary to the Allied Armies and the 
forces created in the National States asso- 
ciated ,:/ith them. They must be such 
terms, in fact, as will at once bring the 
war to the southern borders of Germany 
and test the allegiance of the Federal 
States of the German. Empire to the 
Prussian hegemony. The Allies must be 
prepared to carry on the war against Ger- 
many relentlessly if the necessity remains. 
lt is difficult to believe, however, that 
Germany can confront the prospect of sup- 
porting a campaign not only on her 
western, but also on her southern, fron- 
tier. The surrender of Austria-Hungary 
is likely to exert a decisive influence upon 
Germany's attitude towards those Allied 
conditions of armistice which will recuire 
from her a similar capitulation. 


Influenza and War. 


There is no abatement of the severity of 
the epidemic of influenza throughout the 
United Kingdom. Its ravages have left 
many homes desolate in Dublin and in 
other Irish cities and towns. London, 
one of the healthiest cities in the 
world, is suffering sorely. Hundreds of 
schools are closed, not merely as a 
measure of precaution, but because most 
of the teachers are victims of influenza. 
Fifteen hundred members of the Metro- 
politan Police and more than one hundred 
members of the London Fire Brigade are 
on the sick list. The staff of the London 
telephone service has been hit so hardly 
that the Postmaster-Genera!l has been 
compelled to ask the public to reduce the 
number of its “calls ” to the barest limit 
of necessity. During the last three days 
tiftv-eight persons were seized with sudden 
illness in the streets. ‘lhe disease is noi 


merely epidemic, but pandemic, for out- | 


i 

breaks are reporfed from all parts of the 
world. Jt is raging in the United States; 
has wrought terrible havoe in South 
Africa; and thousands of persons have 
succumbed to it in Bengal and other pro- 
vinces of India. In the first years of the 
present war the fear was often expressed 
that the slaughter of millions of men 
might be followed by epidemic, gijsease 
on a large scale. We were told then, and 
we believed, that the resources of medical 
and sanitary science had eliminated that 
and tlie assertion seemed to be 

ihe wonderful work of the 

services of the various armies in 

. field. We cannot be so certain to-day 


that Nature has not once more thrown} 
| down the gauntlet to science, and that this 


| present ‘epidemic which we call 


fluenza’’ is not a direct outcome of a 
circumstances of war. On the other hand, 
we have, as yet, no satistactory proof that 
the war and the disease are not merely a 
crim coincidence. Influenza is no new 
malady, but its causes are not yet 
thoroughly understood by the medical pro- 
| fession. The present epidemic has assuined 
an uncommon violence, and its most alarm- 
ing feature is quite new—namely, the íre- 
quency with which “ordinary ' influenza 


| develops into the most dangerous form of 


septic pneumonia. There is no proof, how- 
ever, that these new and grave develop- 
ments have any connection with the 
present war. The first outbreak occurred 
in Spain, which is a neutral country. The 
scourge of pneumonia cannot be attributed 
to under-feeding. for these islands are 
net under-fed, and the American Continent 
is to-day the best fed coantry in the world. 
There may be, as The Times suggests, a 


| connexion between the epidemic and the 


war to this extent: the world’s mind has 


been in a state of abnormal strain for four | 


years, and certain states of the mind may 
encourage certain forms of disease. ‘This 
is one of those still uncharted fields of 
research which the new science of medica! 


| psychology 1S beginning to explore. In 


any case, common-sense tells us that dirt, 
over-crowding; mental anxiety, and disma! 


| weather lower the physical tone of men 


We have had much dismal 


and nations 
weather in recent weeks. and much “ war 


worry’; and the war has not ‘improved 


ithe conditions of our dirty and over- 


crowded slums. Two hopes ma?’ support 
us in our present adversity. In the first 
place, medical science is doing its best to 
solve the mystery of the latest forms of 
influenza. It is experimenting with | 
vaccines, and Dr. A. C. O'Sullivan, an 
eminent authority, tells us that the re- 
sults of the new vaccine which has been 
produced at the Pathological Laboratory 
f Trinity College “have been, so far, 
encouraging In the next place, the very 
violence of the present epidemic enables us 
to hope that it will be short-lived. The 
war news, too; should afford an excellent 
tonic for depression. The doctors’ task | 
will be lightened sensibly if every citizen 
will recognise at this critical time the 
duties of courage; cheerfulness, and un- 
selfishness. 


The Housing Problem. 
The Housing Bill which received 4 
second reading in the House of Commons 
yesterday applies only to Great Britain. 


Nevertheless, it should be studied carefully 


in this country, for it is possible that the 
Irish housing problem may be dealt with 
on similar lines. The Bill was de- 
scribed as “a meagre, thin starveling,’’ 
and Mr. Hayes Fisher, who has 
charge of the measure, admitted that 
it is not sufiiciently far-reaching. He 
explained, however; that it is merely an 
auxiliary Bill, and claimed that it would 
give effect to a very important part of a 
larger scheme which the Government in- 
tends to introduce at a later date. The 
Bill gives county councils power to erect 
houses for their employés, and provides 
that the repayment of loans obtained for 
this purpose shal] be spread over a period 
of eighty years. The second clause—there 
are only two—is the more important. It 
invests the Local Government Board with 


power to call upon county councils to 


provide necessary housing accommodation 
where the housing authorities have 
neglected to discharge their responsibili- 
ties, and to make the cost of the work a 
charge upon the local rates. The weak- 
ness of this clause was exposed by Sir 
Edward Carson, who elicited from Mr. 
Fisher the information that it will not be 
obligatory upon county councils to carry 
out a scheme when called upon to do so 
by the Local Government Board. What 
will happen if the housing authorities and 
the county council refuse to erect houses 
in a district where they are urgently re 
quired? The Attorney-General stated 
during the course of the debate that the 
interests of Ireland would not be over- 
looked in the larger scheme which the 
Government contemplates.

The news that Austria had at last de- 
cided to break away from Germany was 
published during the dinner hour to-day, 
but it was most calmly received. People 
for so long have regarded Austria as 
anxious to make peace that there is nothing 
more to be said. It is rumoured here that 
Austria. will now lose no time, but will 
make peace at the earliest possible moment. 
Austria's decision is a very clear indica- 
tion that Germany is no longer feared by 
her allies. The moment when Germany 
tas dominate them by force of arms in 

‘ase of necessity has passed, and her erst- 
hits allies and vassals are beginning to 
breathe more freely. 

The gathering of distinguished men now 
in Paris is probably drawing up the 
terms to be offered to Germany if she 
makes up her mind to surrender, for that 
{is practically what the terms must 
demand. It is impossible to forecast what 
the terms of the Allies will be if an 
armistice is granted to the Germans, but 
if. is rumoured to-day that such terms 
would demand the surrender of Metz and 
the occupation of Essen, two of the most 
important factors of German. war-waging 
capacity. The occupation of Essen wi ould 
certainly have a great effect on the Ger- 
man output of munitions, but it may be 
regarded as certain that Germany, like 
ourselves, made further arrangements for 
the output of guns and shells when the 
war had lasted a few months, and such a 
place may be in the interior of Prussia. 
Metz, however, comes under a different 
category. Its immense strength as a. 
fortress would make it a yaluable pawn, 
though the importance of fortresses has 
diminished in this era of big guns.
